As an IrArodiiction -to hia Informal 
talk, I<ewis stated that for. conven- 
ience ho would divide the La.bour 
movomont Into divisions; first, the 
l>abour movement of the pre*enl, and 
second, the I^ibour movement of the 
future. Tho first a movement for 
1h« betterment of the conditions of 
Inhourr.rs and '.ho secnnd wafi a 
inovcmont which would tcax:h and 
•work ton-ards & social and economic 
change. These two divisions of Ia- 
l)our sometimes definitely oppose 
each other. Opinions differed as to 
•whethei- or not th(>se divlelons could 
I'C r<-conci!c(l. The opinion of the 
.Vmerican Federation of Ijibour of 
tho United States was that they 
could not, but that of th« Labour 
Party In England was that they 
oould. 

l^cwis t-uud that the labourer In 
C.iiiadtt wnx ba'ily off, alihough his 
condition was belter llian that of the 
European labourer. Ills condition has 
not improved in proportion to the 
development of tho Country, and the 
only thing that can improve his state 
' is the Labour J'arty. 

One reason for the lack of activity 
of any J.<abour Body in forming the 
tlilrd jiarty in Canada was due to the 
innu<.»no6 of the American J"cdcra!ion 
of Labour which is strongly anti-po- 
litical. It was not until ISOC that the 
Canadian Trades and Labour Con- 
jaess began to encourage labour ac- 
tivity In politics. At this time it 
merely advocated Provincial Labour 
Partit'» lather than a National La- 
bour Party, which policy I^cwls be- 
lleveO to be harmful. 

Tlire« rtcsona lor the s'ow devel- 
opment of the Canadian party were 
the division of all Labour OrganUa- 
tioMH, the Catholic Labour Union's 
affiliation with the Church and a 
luck of irlaKS-consciousnes?. This 
ilu.sK-consclousnosa was simply a re 
alixalion of injustice being done to 
labourers and a realization of ««If- 
interests. 

The speaker believed that the pos 
hibllity of tho ;;ruw.h of a Labour 
J'ai-ly in Canada Uopcnded on the 
Krowth of one In the United States. 
This would be in the near future.

Washington State College, Pullman, 
Doc. :.— Adam Thompson of Cincin- 
nati helped to bring men forth from 
darkness into light— yet ' h« remain!- 
an unsung hero of the past. To lilm 
belongs the credit of buildin;? the 
flrbt bathtub in tho United States 

According to Stanley A. Smith, 
head of the 'Wa.shlngton State college 
department of architectural engineer- 
ing, Thompson not only Iniilt the first 
bat tub, but he took the first bath in 
It. 

"On December 20, 1S42, Thompson 
immersed himself in his crude, lead- 
lined tub." Profes.cor Smith dpclares. 
lie was so delighted with this new 
sensation that he Immediately de- 
cided to have a party on Christmas 
eve and accordingly invited a number 
of friends. I'our of the party, who 
were considered braver than the rest, 
took a bath; and the astonishing 
thing wtts that nothing happened to 
them.

over the country (.uim; '.'> .■■cr: this i.ev.' 
contrivance, 'ri:r-ii tli'- linuciicis b''t.".!i 
to knock. KewKpaiiers said liiiil a 
bath a day would ruin the democratic 
simplicity of the republic. Doctor.s 
predicted that all sorts of .'illment.v 
would follow bathing. Had Aflam 
Thompson introduced his bathtub a 
few centuries earlier llic chances are 
he would have been burncil at the 
stake along with some of the Salem 
witches. 

"The city of Philadelphia lacked 
onl.v two votes in their common coun- 
cil for the prohibition of bathing from 
November 1 lo the middle of March. 
Virgiiiiii. piaf't'l a of \'M a ;<-;ii' 
on cvtry tub biou^lit into icn: ^l;ilc. 
Boston, cultured Jioston, made l<.'itli- 
ing unla)vful except upon medical 
advice. Jmagl;ie us calling on our 
family doctor for a prescription t» 
lake a bath! Hut In spite of this op- 
position by ISCO every fii.sl cliis-s 
hotel in New York city boasted of 
one bathtub. Now they advertise one 
thousand roonw with ono thous.iiicl 
baths."

(TWO 
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LEADERSHIP 

THE system of nomination from among tlie ^•o^ers, and then 
an election at large was proved faulty in the lack of interest 
it inspires last Monday, but this fault is anything but its only 
drawback. How does a candidate .secure nomination? Seldom be- 
cause he has proved himself one of tho.<;c fittest for the post con- 
cerned. Quite often a small group of only two or three are the 
only ones who think of a nominee; the other signatures are an 
easy matter. And .^^trangc as it may seem, this nominating of un- 
thought of men brings often out the best and most popular can- 
didates. 

Quite often the men whom all feel at the moment to be the 
logical choice i.s left out, because though admired by all, he may 
have no supporter lo take the initiative of starting a nomination 
slip. Then again tliere is the group which takes It turn about to 
run for office, with the re^^i of the group to support the one 
whose turn it is to run, and then the man who feels it his duty to 
T?e the proposer of a nomination at each and every election which 
occurs on the campus. When we lliink that these arc the bodies 
who choose the group of men from whom we in our turn make 
our choice, we look around for a better system. 

The 0!i1y alternative which appears is that of a nominating 
panel ; but when we stop to ask what merits the panel are to con- 
sider in making their choice, we sec the reason for the'faultiness of 
both open and closed nomination .systems, and even the faultincss 
of student elections them.seh-e.s. The criterion is the quality call- 
èd "leadership." Such a fiction is that quality that it is no wonder 
choices arc poor. 

A good .synonym for leadership is "nerve", or even better 
that particular type of nerve which is vulgarly called "gall." The 
man whom the world styles a natural leader is that insufferable 
t.ype who always wants to run the whole show; the man who 
when others hang back in modesty, imagines they are hanging 
back because they feel him more qualified ; and so steps forward 
with his "Leave it to me." But when he has thrust him-self for- 
ward several times his companions become used to his running 
things, attaching to him for his rise above them that quality, of 
leadership; a quality obtained in the first place by his not having 
had the decency to give others a chance. 

This whole attack seems to lead nowhere; it began with an 
attack on the prevalent system of nomination, and it goes back 
Dow to defend it, even in virtue of what are considered its faults. 
For by tlie usual engineering processes which go on, generally 
,by some lucky chance a nominee turns up who possesses those 
•qualities, if there are really any, which stamp him as a re- 
'presentative of liis fellows. 

I ' Even if only for an appearance of giving free choice, open 
jiomination is better than that by a pane!. Tlie Scarlet Key has 
.neither appearances, nor the object of opening their society be- 
hind their proposed change in their B group nomination system, 
:'^^|^ily the simplification of elections by a decrease of election 
^ates; yet they will be considered a more open society than be- 
■fore, and probably will be such. Even open nomination foi' no 
good reason at all is a better system than group nomination 
based on that mistaken criterion, leadership.

IMAGINATION IN LIFE 

HROUGH the courtesy of the Chancellor, Mr. E. W. Beatty, 
ev,ery undergraduate has received a booklet called Imagina- 
in Life, which is a reprint of the report of the proceedings 
the Special Convocation, of October 2l8t this year, when the 
•Rt. Hon. J. Ramsay MacDonald, Prime Minister of Great Britain 
received the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 

We would advise everyone to read it, and tiien compare it 
•.with the previous gift from the Chancellor, I^ose Thinking, by 
Lord Birkenhead. 

The two appear to be antagonist in ideals and it is well for 
us that we have two sides of a case presented to us. Both are by 
British statesmen, who are contemporaries. The one has given 
up political life for what he terms the glittering prizes of com- 
merce, which knock Christianity for a row of skittles", the other, 
the older, has not lost hope and continues in the fight. 

If one i.s to encourage the use of imagination in life, tiien 
Ipose thinking must become a part of ones being. By loose think- 
■inir we do not mean slipshod methods but the assimilation of a 
"good groundwork and from that letting ones thoughts fly off 
into aerial worlds that are the outcome of hypotheses built upon 
reason. By imagination we mean cutting onesself off from the 
humdrum of the steady grind and diawing aside for a while to 
make concrete in the mind the wi.sp.s of fancy and ideal that have 
forced their way into our tliinking at times wlien we have shooed 
them away as not being part of our practical being. 

Fishing for the moon in the lake or trying to extract sun- 
beams from cucumbers may be the wildcat flights for .some of 
us. But othei-s dream of plugging in on the town supply to re- 
ceive our daily meal of energy, of dialing in to see and hear Byrd 
flying to the South Pole, of being able' to eradicate disease in a 
• body before birth, of giving the avei-age man a bettex* chance to 
enjoy life at its fullest. 

These are the dreams tliat come to us and no one can be- 
cjjttle them by calling them loose thinking. Many, we hope, will be 
'prompted to dream a little more by the reading of the gift book 
of the Chancellor. Our only lament is that a verbatim report of 
Bamaay MaeDonal^'s speech was jiot taken at the time.

It is with great reluctance that 1 
force myself to tako up my pen again 
in defenc« of my position regarding 
the Chinese Bepublic. I thought that 
I had mado myself qutto plain on the 
subjoct but apparently Jtr. S. S. 
Kwauk at least tailed completely to 
grasp my meaning. I would not have 
troubled lo take more of your valuable 
spac«. Sir, had I not seen from 3tr. 
Kwauk's recent lengthy epistle that 
ho has calmed down a Uttic and Is at 
lost ready to i'.atcn lo reason and real 
facts. The opportunity is too good to 
miss and it is with the sincere desire 
o; clearing up this vexatious matter 
once and for all that I have written 
this letter. 

As an e.\-cus9 for writing his 
second letter, Jlr. Kwauk said, "I am 
forced lo defend a country to which I 
am related." Mr. Kwauk's bravery is 
entirely uncalled for because, as he 
should have seen fron>j^tha origin*! 
report, I did not, nor have now, any 
desire to attack his coiintry in any- 
way. Because tho true facts contained 
in my paper did not wholly fit into 
the rosy picture of Chin.a as visualised 
by Mr. Kwaul;, he erroneously con- 
sidered them OS an attack against hi!i 
country and a personal affront to him- 
self.

]n a comprehensive survey the 
speaker discussed the surgical do- 
■^■elopmcnt up to the tlm« of the Re- 
naissance, including the pifhistoric 
Babylonian, Chinese, Egyptian early 
and late Greek and ' Mayon contri- 
bution;}. 

TIio speaker made specific mention 
of Ambrose l'are who first Introduced 
tlio ligature into the practise of sur- 
gerj'. During the J7th century, PJcli- 
ard 'VViscnian was a jjromincnl figure 
in Engli.sh su.-gery. and won renown 
through his original methods and 
ideas 'In the treatment of the wounds. 

John Jîunter in the next century 
spent a few years of liis «arly life as 
an army surgoan. luul pub'.ishfd a 
"Treatise on the Dlood," "Jnflamalion, 
and Gunshot Wounds." 

jVfter outlininj; the . rapid strides 
made in .surgery sinop J'a.stntr nnd 
LiHter and ii.--' !'oiiiai'l;;inic (;;'\'i-liip- 
nieiit tlurinf; tho '.;:c;:t War, Jliibl)ai'i 
concluded his paper liy cnipiiasising 
the honourable position held by 
military surgeons in iilntory. 

Discussion followed the par>er in 
which Dr. Soriingcr roniarUcd tliat 
one of liie f(.-iiuiri's of surgical tprac- 
ticc in tlic war wa.s the recognition 
that soiled wounds could be made 
clean and Infected wound.s could not. 
with the result that ho.spltal biise.s 
CquippeU lor or-cr.itivc procedure.-! 
were cslabli.sl-..;d clc^e to the Iront .so 
as to permit early Irealmcnt. 

Dr. Unsln added to the discussion 
remarking that war Ii.-.h always been, 
the EUrgeon.'î omjoi ; .i; . y \o htudy 
wound.";, trauma, ami tiic j.ioccas of 
healing. 

^Surgeons were quile unprepared for 
tiie^ con^ilipns that confronted them 
In . the late war, hence a tremeniicis 
amount of original wori; had to be 
done in devi>::i,^- p'.ii-.uijic ways of 
treating jagged wounds duo to artil- 
lery gunfire. The fact that the soil of 
France and Belgium wa.s so infected 
.from centuries of fertiliKation of ani- 
mal matter v. iiicii w hen blown into 
woun^Ls i:<j:ni,V.,.;,ud and Impeded tlic 
task of sur;icijns by liic Infective prg- 
CCS.S0S that HO often ensued. 

It wan not until tho cluning ycais of 
:the war that tho rrench dcvi.si d a 
method or mcclwniual ..•icainiini- 
wounds of .soih-d and necrosed tissue. 

The 0.slr;r Lihraiy, consisting of 
.some ,7000 (bound voumcs dealing wiili 
tll^ history of Medicine and iSoienco 
formed the subject of a fev/ remarks 
by Dr. rranci.'i, librarian, hoioro con- 
ducting tlio .Mjc-iety to a special pro- 
pare<l o;;liibit In tho Library of the 
Prima Kcctlwial division of tlie books 
pf the collection, consisting of the 
bIWIosaiphy and papci-.'. of .sixly- 
seven\mcn whom Osier n^.,,,u-<l lu.
